JI, Tliit rs' Great Spcecli. 
No olbor Bubjodt is touched upon 
by the joijnials of the French capital 
than the Btand<<np fight betwooo Louis 
'Poilippo's old IdlnlBtor and the pree- 
ODt Mrnist«r of Slate. Tho speeob ol 
-Mr. Thiers was most brilliant though 
perhaps a liltlo too longlhy. Ic was 
much Mice tho tnajority of this gentle- 
xaaD's iParli'^mcniary orations, it did 
ndS arrive at any practical conclusion. 
It wai a Bpooch and tiolbin;^ moro. 
It is composod of two parts, tho first 
hcinpfa largo pn^^oof liiBtory — a liltlo 
too cold pcrliaps — liko Uio frost vvhioh 
rises in the memory of mon to certify 
either to ibo windom or llio Bliort- 
eigbtodnoss of tho pros''nt; but llio 
second — a mnstor-piuco of public dis- 
cussion — Vi'.pid, luminous, glowing 
■with tlio Ore which patriotism would 
render gcnorou-s even tliougli it should 
go asiruy. M.^ Thiers' argument is 
this: Events have followed their 
courvo, and what is tho situation at 
this day ? Prnsaia, uggnindizod, now 
counts .30,000,000 of Bubjeots — even 
40,000,000 with the Confederations of 
the South. That power is young and 
ambitious, and here arises the first 
danger for. ^^uropo. But there is an-> 
other peril not loss great and urgent : 
that of some attempt being made in 
the East analagous to what haa been 
accomplished in Germany ; the danger 
of O6n8tantinbpl6~«'tho Empire of tho 
world," asNapoloon called it at Tilsit — 
falling into tho hands of the Russians. 
But there is stiil more. Thefio two 
perils lor Europe are closely connoot-' 
«d, for if between St. i'elorsburg and 
Berlin there is no treaty yot signed, 
there is at least an evident community 
of interests, and all know that alli- 
ances are rapidly concluded. Tho 
pendulum whoso oscillaiiona maintain 
tho European cfiuilibriam was last 
year in tho hands of Franco. It is 
now. in tboBo of Prussia and iluss'a. 

CoDfedcraliuu in New llrmiswicii. 

In a very proper and becoming 
spirit tho 0[>po.siiion ol Now Jiruns'^ 
Wich, tbrou^^li their organ, tho St. Jolin 
Globe, declare their acccptanco of Con- 
federation, and their determination to 
mako th^:; beBt of it. That journal 
says : 

"Tho ODti-confedoratos of this pro- 
yioce have opposed conlodoration from 
ibo purest Qiotives; but the issne has 
been against them. They havo shown 
no dinpohiiion to do anj'thing hut lo 
accept the results as they aro. Uon- 
ledoration has been aceoptod by tho 
whole people ; ard the only do.sire 
now ot thcxQ wlio ojipoaod it is lo 
mako tho whole thing an perfect as 
pos^iblo, and to supply tho deficiencies 
ot the mcuBuro ns iur a'^ it can possi- 
b'y bo done. Wo bfliovo we spcuk 
tho soDtimcnts ol liio anli-confedurato 
party, when wo say that tlioy aro 
willing to give this ;iew sysiora of 
Government a full and fair trial." 

It is highly creditable, says tho 
Toronto Globe, to tho ojipo>iiion to 
take this ground. It is tho ouly 
ground conBiblout with t no palriot^ 
ism. Their piisL op))OHiLio;i cannot be 
•xpccted to bo for^^uttcn all at oucoj 
and although lb y ought not to be 
punished for their past opinions, it is 
unreasonable in them lo expect that 
they Mill bo preferred to tiiose who 
have favored ilio union from tho first. 
But tho ibHuo is in tbo hands (d iho 
electors ; and tb'y will dccido it 
fairly. JSow Bruiir) '.viul: is not likely 
to send to Ut'uvva a .single O|ipoueut 
of the now eyrtloin of govoriuneut.

Tliero ia so iimch eonfusiun iu the tlifl'orcnl 
ruiiio.B coiioeriiing tlio cesBioii of the Grand 
Ducliy of Lu.Tcniburg by ilio King of llul- 
land lo tho Eiriperor o( ibo Froocl), Ihiit it 
is quite impossible to know whom snd whul 
we are to boliave. Nothing cai) be more 
ruse than Herr voa Biimark'a speech in the 
German Parliament in answer to an enqairy 
of iJerr tod Beoigsen, who wisbad to know 
bow the relatiou'B between France and Prui^^- 
siu slood. Ti)o groat diplomat said : — " VVc 
atlnch groat valuo to our (riendly relatione 
with France, and our best cilorts luo u,~nd 
to avoid tuirtiD;^ tior BUi-coptibilitit'j, I caiiiiot 
thureforc reply lo Iho suconil piirt of the 
interpellation relalivo lo the conduct Prim- 
sia will adopt in concort willi hur allies in 
that event. I find tbo lnn^ua;4e of tho bun 
Herr von Henigpcn proper lor a di^puly, bul 
1 think it is hardly diplomatic. Ah to tho 
first qucHlioD in wbicti you a?k for iofornui- 
tioD on tho protended negotiatioDS nhicb 
bnve taken place between FraoCD and Hol- 
land for tho oessioD of the Ducby, I can de- 
cliuo to you that we have no knowledge of 
the conclusion oj such an arrangement be- 
tween those Slates. Tbe allied Federal Got- 
ernments aro convioced that no foreign 
power will violato the undisputed riglitp of 
(jerinany. Wo hope to protect tboin all the 
more tificacioasly by peaceful tneaiii, aa tho 
debati-g ot Parliament will show moro clearly 
iLc indis9olublu \ka which bind tbo Gorern- 
uient to tho pooplo." 

Tbo altitudo of tbo Gorman papors ims 
changed witliia Iho lust few dayr). Tlio 
Kalniacke Zcilung and tba Kreuz Zsilunj, 
which at lirst vomited fire and flamo, and 
threatened ua with an inTasion cf Fruseian 
eoldicrs, have rather moderated their tone, 
and now endeavor to show that the treaties 
which gave Prassla tbe right to garrison and 
ooraraand in tbe Grand Duchy have lost a 
part of their validity by tho dissolution cf 
ihe Confjderation. Though tbore is a very 
great disinclination on tbe part of the French 
to see aoytbinf; interfere with iho succosa of 
iho Great National Exliibitioo which is cal- 
culated to attract millions lo the capital of 
the polisliod world, a war with PfUR^ia 
would be moat popular. Tlio fiascos of the 
present head of Iho French Govcramoot have 
eucccedod each other in rapid encoession, 
and tho pooplo Ot Ibis coQolry fear that- 
the prestige of Fraooe is on Iho wane, 
and that Bomotbicg roast be done to re- 
Rtoro it. As far ae the Emperor of the 
Frnnch is conaerDcd personally, his very 
great dcsiro ia to end his days in peaco liku 
uo industrious hoooeholder. Absorbed by the 
thought o( louniling a dynasty, ho feels tho 
necessity of bjing on u.s good trriiia ns poi?si- 
bio with the great dynasties of ilio continent ; 
and, truly, tho HohenzollornH havo become 
powerful in Iho world sincn Iho lust few 
months. However, the fVcnch lue patient to 
a certain extent ; but wliou ihuy ilx", dig- 
nity of tbe country sacrificed, then Ibey are 
ready to overtnrn the idols they worebippod 
a few days before. Oar opinion ia that the 
alarm cry raised by tbe press of Franco with 
respect to oar Oftural boondaries is only (or 
tbe purpose of expediting tbe acquisition of 
the territory of Luxemborg. I might inform 
you that this is now what tbo Fri nch call 
tho (pieslion hrillianle. or burning iimiblion, ol 
tho duy. TIiIh and tho iirolrnctod illiie.iH ol 
Ibn Prince f in|)(.'tiiil iniKst bo llio caorC of 
groat anxiety to bolli tlio Emprror uiul iho 
fMiiprcEg. Wo saw the former tho day befcre 
ve.itordiiy (April 7lh) at tho rnocs of tho 
BuiK do i5ouli)f,'rie ; he lookiii curuworu, and 
evidently look but little iuterest iu what was 
going on oround him.

Tho hitler is still in 
a very ui-fininlied elate, and tho walks und 
grass plots enfl'erod vary much yeaierdiiy by 
thu numhers of perBona who filled it ; there 
being still so Tory little lo aoo, tho crowds 
who pjainoJ admission kept mcslly lo tbo

Whereas Iho oonslruotioo rf a railway 
coiinoniing tho port of lliviorc du Loup, in 
tho Priiviiico ol Quebec, with tho lino of 
roilwuy luading from Iho city of fftilifax, in 
the Province of Nova Scotia, at tr near ihe 
town of Truro, in a line and on oonditioni 
approved by one of llor Majesty's principal 
Secretaries of State, would oonduce to tho 
welfare of Oanadn, and promote tbo interests 
of the tJritir.h Empire.

The 
other sources fronj which ivory is obtained — 
the walrus, the Dorwhal, &c, — sfford but an 
insigniGcant item in Iho supply, and, as no 
other suhsiance hni been discovered or in- 
vented which can take its place, onJ a> Iho 
demand is constantly increasing iiora year to 
year, it would seem that the race of elu- 
phants may bcfure long become extinct. 
Tbe best.'iroiy known is that which couiws 
from Africtt j: tor, though it is not so white as 
that furnished by tho Asiatic elephnuts, it 
prescrvi.'s its color best, is most triuipiiaient, 
is fri'osl from cracks, aud receives tbohigbea; 
polish. This is owing to Iho tact tlmi luu 
African iviiry coniaius about equal parts ol 
animal and earthy niatier, whi.o in tho 
Asiatic tbo proportion of ourtliy inuilnr is 
greater. One great source of tho supi ly ol 
ivory in Russia ood the northern countries cf 
Europe Is Iho tusks of extinct spocitsi ol 
elephants and mammoths, which »rn f; und 
in the banks of tho rivers of No'thoin 
Siberia in a remarkable state of preservation. 
In very cold countries ivory ot fossil ole- 
phants is preserved lor nccg. In Enghuid 
the foesll remains occa^ioimlly dug ufi, me 
dry and brittle, but boiling in a sohiiion cl 
gelatine will supply Iho want ol ihe orl(;innl 
alquniinoua iniiiier. So, on tho otlior Imni', 
by dissolving a poriioti of the earthy matter, 
which is one of the principal ingredients, 
ivory retains its tenacily, but 'bBOOmes os- 
ceedingly flexible. It is thus prop ircd lor 
making surgical ioalrnmenls.
